Incident Summary:   
On Saturday, September 18, 2021 at 12:17AM, Columbus Police Officers were called to 1700 block of 
Morse Rd. on a report of a shooting.  On arrival, officers found a male suffering from an apparent 
gunshot wound.  CFD Medic 24 transported the victim to Riverside Hospital in critical condition, where 
he was pronounced deceased at 1:52AM. 
 
Officers were called to the scene when some passersby saw the victim lying in the roadway and stopped 
to render aid.  The circumstances that lead to the victim being shot are still under investigation.  The 
victim’s name is being withheld pending notification of next of kin.
